‘Aviation Week’ sees 
controversy over 
Lances to Israel 


WASHINGTON. — The supply 
of Lance missiles to Israel is 
expected to arouse controversy 

because of the ease 
with which its conventional 
warheads could be changed to 
nuclear warheads, “Aviation 
Week" stated yesterday in its 
latest issue. 

But supporters of the arms 
deal say Israel could use planes 
or long-range cannon for nuclear 
‘weapons and need not rely on 
missiles, states the magazine. 

The weekly quotes a senior 
Defence Department official as 
Saying the Administration last 
year termed Israel's massive 


arms requests “ridiculous,” but

CHIEF OF STAFF GUR 
Israel could wage war 
without U.S. airlift

Israel could wage a war with- 
out an airlift of weanons and 
ammunition from the United 
States, the Chief of Staff, Rav- 
Aluf ‘Mordechai Gur, said last 
night. 

Interviewed on Israel Television, 
Rav-Aluf Gur said that this would 
be “subject to a great many im- 
portant conditions and restrictions.” 
Ty the absence of an airlift there 
‘would have to be a different defence 
policy, “but all in all there is no 
doubt that if we have to go to war 
today, then we can do 50." 

Gur said he believed the IDF 
had regained its deterrent power 
since the Yom Kippur War, and 
this was of prime importance with 
the increasing tendency of some of 
the Arabs towards political settie- 
ments. But he warned that Israel 
should not exaggerate the value of 
the deterrent or place too great 
reliance on it. 

Asked by interviewer Nahman 
Shai about the ability of the IDF 
to deal with surprise attacks, Gur 
said that steps had been taken to 
anelyse and interpret correctly the 
enemies’ activities, and sufficient 
forces were being maintained on the 


The Chief of Staff denied that the 
huge effort invested in defensive for- 
tifications had impaired the offen- 
sive capacity of the IDF. The vaat 
resources made available to the IDF 
since the Yom Kippur War had 
enabled it to organize properly for 
defence and also to prepare for at- 
tack so that “our offensive ca- 
pacity is far greater now than it 
was in the past." 

Gur said that under the new 
agreement with Egypt, with 2 
greater distance separating the 
armies, it would te possible to in- 
vest more in increasing the army's 
strength — in troops, in weapons 
and in training — rather than in 
“fortifications. “Perllaps we can re. 


move the term ‘line’ from 
vocabularly altogether.” 

The expenditure on new fortifica- 
tions and the way they were cons- 
tructed depended on the military 
situation. If speed was the top 
priority, then there would be less 
supervision. Only time could tell 
if tt were possible to risk going 
ahead at a more reasonable pace, 
making “proper administration” pos- 
sible. 

Rav-Aluf Gur stressed that the 
prices charged by the contractors 
for fortification work would be 
supervised closely, and “all sorts of 
manifestations which we hed in the 
past,” would not be repeated. 

Asked about the accusation that 
Israel was asking fortoo much aid 
from the U.S., Gur said that this 
was based on an assessment of the 
situation by peopie who “after ali 
are not responsible for our security.” 
Israel's ald requests were justified, 
and he believed that they could be 
met. 

On the war against terrorists, 
Gur said that Israel, as a jaw- 
abiding state which refrained from 
harming civilians, was limited in 
its actions. Within this framework, 
Israel had done all that was neces- 
sary, “without pointlessly prociaim- 
ing it from the rooftops,” and the 
results spoke for themselves. 


Gur said that during his term of 
office no difficulties had arisen 
from the division of authority be- 
tween the Chief of Staff and the 
Defence Minister. 

The ‘highest priority within the 
IDF while the interim agreement 
with Egypt was in force would be 
to improve the quality of personnel. 
Difficult problems had arisen with 
men who had not served in the past 
and had been mobilized in the last 
year. Some of these people did not 
have the educational and social 
background te stand up to the pres- 
sures they met in the army.

WASHINGTON. Defence Min- 
ister Shimon Peres begins three 
days of talks with senior American 
offictals tomorrow on Israel's long 
term military supply needs. Accord- 
ing to “Aviation Week” he will be 
specifically interested in negotiating 
contracts for F-15 and F-16 fighter 
Planes, Lance surface-to-surface mis-

Tive in New York today before 
continuing to Washington, is 
being accompanied by a delegation 
of senior Defence aides 
and army officers, including Aluf 
Binyamin Peled, commander of the 
Air Force.

This is one of 
the reasons Israel agreed to the 
Sinai pact with Egypt, according to 
many observers here. 

According to forelgn sources, Is- 
rael is anxious ta buy at least 25 
F-15's over the next two years, at 2 
cost of some 14 million dollars each. 
‘The F-15 wil) not be available for 
export to Israel until 1977. 

According to these sources Israeli- 
Air Force planners are more inter- 
ested in obtaining the cheaper F-16 
fighter plane, at about six million 
dollars each, and making it the 
mainstay of the Israeli Air Force 
during the 1980's. The F-16 will be 
ready for export in 1978.

AGREE TO LEAVE 
EGYPTIAN EMBASSY 


MADRID. — Four Arab ambassadors 
negotiating with Palestinian terror- 
ists who selzed the ian Embas- 
sy said last night the gunmen have 
agreed to be flown to Alg‘ers. 

“We have reached agreement,” 
said Iraqi Ambassador Gen. Hassan 
el-Nagib. “There are only a few 
details left to discuss.” 

El-Nagih told newsmen that the 
terrorists would be accompanied by 
himself and the Algerian ambas- 
sador. He made no mention of the 


three Egyptian diplomats the ter-° 


rorists were holding inside the em- 
bassy.

The national news agency Cifra 
said the agreement on the release 
of the hostages provided that the 
Palestinians would be picked up in 
Madrid by an Algerian airplane and 
flown to Algiers. They woulq take 
Gen. el-Nagib and the Algerian 
Ambassador with them to make 
sure that Spanish police would give 
them safe passage, Cifra said. 

Negotiations between the ambas- 
sadors of Iraq. Algeria, Kuwait and 
Jordan and the Palestinians were 
partly conducted by bullhorn, partly 
with notes slipped under the door 
of the Egyptian Ambassador's study 
where the terrorists had barricaded 
themselves. 

‘The terrorists broke into the 
bassy shortly before noon and gave 
the Egyptian Government until mid- 
night to comply with their demands. 
Police officers said nobody was hurt 
in the attack. 

After seizing the embassy, the 
Palestinians immediately released six 
Spanish employees, among them 
four women. They said they were 
only interested in holding represen. 
tatives of Sadat's government. 

The Arab ambassadors went to 
the embassy to try to negotiate the 
release of the three Egyptian diplo- 
mats, 55-year-old Ambassador Mah- 
moud Abdel Ghaffar, press attache 
Mohammed al Azitl and consul 
Mohtar el-Hamzawi.

Ambassador Ghaffar, who had pre- 
viously held diplomatic posts in 
Paris and New York, arrived in 
Madrid only a few days ago and 
had yet to present his credentials. 

Earller in the day, about 50 Arab 
students invaded the office of the 
Arab League in Madrid and held it 
for two hours, keeping the director 
and secretary prisoner. When the 
students left, they said they had 
no connection with the group that 
had seized the embassy. 

The Madrid representative of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization, 
Faisal Hilimi, said the five were 
not members of the PLO and he 
had no idea what their political 
affiliation was. 

In Cairo, President Anwar Sadat 
said he would blame terrorist lead- 
er Yasser Arafat and the PLO if 
anything happened to the three 
diplomats. 

An Egyptian official said, ‘‘Presi- 
dent Sadat holds all Palestinians, 
especially the PLO and Yasser Ara- 
fat, personally responsibie for the 
Palestinian occupation of the Egyp- 
tian Embassy in Madrid.” 

The PLO, in response, condemned 
Egypt's “threatening tone” but said 
it would do all it could to save 
the Egyptians. “If the Egyptian 
authorities have any intention of 
taking action against our Palestinian 
people at this particular time, they 
do not need to take the embassy 
incident as an excuse to do 80," a 
PLO statement said.

Quiet Yom Kippur 


Special memorial prayer recited 


for fallen of October 1973 war

The nation observed a serene 
Yom Kippur — the second since 
the outbreak of the explosive war 
that took its name — in gratitude 
and relief, filling synagogues to'the 
last rows and spilling out onto the 
sidewalks. The 25-hour fast ended 
yesterday evening with a pro- 
longed blast of the ram's horn 
end shouts of “Next year in a re- 
built Jerusalem!” 

Although the war and its after- 
math were barely a topic of con- 
versation during the pre-Minha re- 
cess, they were on the minds of 
most of the worshippers. Subdued 
weeping was heard as a special 
memorial prayer was recited for 
the war's 2,854 fallen soldiers, as 
well as for those who died in the 
nation’s previous conflicts. 

The Civil Guard patrolled the

Fresh fruits and vegetables drop- 
ped in price by almost 6 per cent 
compared with July — the trend 
usual for this time of year. Some 
of the notable price reductions were 
plums, down 32.3 per cent; grapes, 
179 per cent; peaches, 12.2 per 
cent; watermelons, down 10.2 per 
cent; eggplant, down 16; and green 
pepper, down 12.2 per cent. 

But there were some steeper 
prices at the greengrocers’; lemons 
were up by 20.8 per cent; pears, 
74; green beans, 23.8; cucumbers, 
17.1; onions, 12.8; and carrots, up 
11.6 per cent. 

According to Statistics Bureau 
price spotters, shoes and clothing 
cost less last month — by 41 per 
cent — continuing a trend that 
started in July with the end-of-sea- 
son sales.

Holland denies 
operating transit 
camps for Jews 


THE HAGUE {AP}. — Dutch Pre- 
mier Joop Den Uyl said on Friday 
bes the Palestinian terror groups 

are “poorly informed” if they think 
the Duteh Government rung transit 
camps for Jewish emigrants from the 
Soviet Union. 

Den Uyl commented on a state- 
ment from the Syrian-backed Sa'eko 
organization warning the Dutch Gov- 
ernment to release four Arab ter- 
rorists arrested recently in Amster- 
dam or to face the consequences. 

The Sa’eke statement published on 
Friday by Lebariese newspapers said 
the four terrorists, who were arrest- 
ed on September 5 in possession of 
@ large quantity of arms and am- 
munition, “were assigned a legitim- 
ate political mission aimed at pres- 
suring the Dutch Government to stop 
transit facilities for Jewish immi- 
grants since Holland has become a 
Major assembly centre for Pelestine- 
bound immigrants.” 

The Dutch Prime Minister said, 
“Holiand represents Israeli interests 
in the Soviet Union because Israel 
has no diplomatic representation 
there. The Dutch Embassy mediates 
in procuring emigration documents 
and visas for Jewish emigrants to 
Israel, he said, “but it is a mistake 
to claim that there are transit faci- 
lities in the Netherlands.” 

He repeated an earlier statement 
saying that the matter of the four 
arrested Arabs, who had Syrian pass- 
ports, is ncw in the bands of the 
Amsterdam Court, which will decide 
whether or not to indict them fer 
legal possession of arms. 4

Haifa dig yields 
rare ivory head 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — A woman's ‘head carved 
in ivory, dating back to the Canaa- 
nite period, 3,300 to 3,400 years 
ago, has been found on the floor of 
a house excavated at the site of 
Shikmona, the ancient coastal town 
just south of this city. 

Dr. Yosef Algavish, who directs 
the excavations, said Sunday 
that while Ivory objects from that 
period have been found before in 
Israel, for instance at Megiddo and 
Hatzor, they are very rare. 

The source of the ivory, pre- 
cious even then in the Middle East, 
is not clear, he added. Some be- 
lieve that wild elephants still lived 
then in the Upper’ Euphrates area 
of the Syrian Desert. The Haifa 
Museum of Ancient Art will ask 
British Museum experts on how 
to conserve the carving, Dr. Al- 
gavish added. 

Earller this month an iron spear- 
head was found at Sbhikmona — 
the first irom weapon of the late 
Canaanite period to be found in 
Israel. The smelting of iron was 
invented only in the 14th century 
B.C.E., and Iron tools and weapons 
were then still very rare. A sign 
of its, value is that an iron dagger 
was found in the tomb of Egyp- 
tian Pharaoh Tutankhamen, who 
eeigned over 3,300 years ago.

But at that time I thought it would be good for Israel if we got a lot of 
publicity, and I felt that I mustn’t turn down a single request from the 
press — though the various members of the family, especially Clara, 
were absolutely appalled by the three-ring circus going | on in my 
Toom. 

‘What was much worse, though, was the pressure I was under to get to 
Moscow. I was literally bombarded with cables from Israel. ‘When can 
you leave New York?’ ‘When can you take over?’ “How do you feel?’ 
Rumours had spread in Israel that this was a ‘diplomatic’ illness and 
that nothing was really wrong with me except that I didn’t want to go 
to Russia. But as if this disgusting whispering campaign were not bad 
enough, there were also indications that the Soviet government itself 
was offended by my supposed ‘malingering’, which was ‘actually’ a 
tactic designed to delay the exchange of ministers so that the US ambas- 


sador to Israel could arrive first and thus become doyen of the diplo- 


matic corps. All this was something which I had to take very seriously, 


_Yegardless of my state of health. So there was nothing I could do except 


start tormenting my doctors for permission to leave the hospital. It was, 
need I say, the wrong thing to have done. I should have remained in 
New York until I was completely weli. Both our Foreign Office and the 
Soviet Ministry of Foreign Affairs would have survived without me for 
a few more weeks, and I would have spared myself a great deal of 
misery and at least one operation later on. But one of the penalties of 
public office is that one loses one’s sense of proportion in certain respects, 
and I was convinced that there would be some kind of terrible crisis 
unless I turned up in Moscow as soon as possible. 

In between rushing around to party meetings, being briefed about the 
Soviet Union and making plans for our departure, I concentrated on 
thinking about the kind of representation that Israel should have in the 
Soviet Union. How did we want to show ourselves abroad? What did 
we want the world in general and the USSR in particular to think about 
Israel? What sort of state were we in the process of creating and how 
could we best reflect its quality? The more I thought about it, the less I 
thought that our legations should mimic those of other countries. Israel 
was small, poor and stil] at war. Her government was still a provisional 
government (the first elections to the Knesset took place only in January 
1949), but the majority of its members would certainly represent the 
Labour movement. The face we turned to the world, I was convinced, 
needed no make-up at all. We had established a pioneering state in a 
sorely beleaguered country devoid of natural resources or any wealth, 
a state to which hundreds of thousands of DPs — who also had nothing — 
‘were already streaming in the hope of making a new life for themselves. 


™ If we wanted to be understood and respected by other states, we would ἡ 


have to be abroad what we were at home. Lavish entertaining, grand 
apartments, conspicuous consumption of any kind was not for us. 
Austerity, modesty and a sense of our own worth and purpose were 
what we had to offer, and anything else would be false. 

There was something at the back of my mind all the time that I was 
thinking along these lines, and then one day I found it. The legation in 
Moscow would be run in the most typically Israeli style I knew: like a 
kibbutz. We would work together, eat together, get the same amount of 
pocket money and take turns doing whatever chores had to be done. As 
in Merhavia or Revivim, people would do the work that they were 
trained for and suited to in the opinion of our Foreign Office, but the 
spirit of the legation, its atmosphere and flavour would be that of 2 
collective settlement -- which, apart from any other consideration, 
ought, I believed, to be especially attractive to the Russians (not that 
their own brand of collectivism was or is anything to write home about). 
We were to be twenty-six people in all, including Sarah, Zechariah and 
myself, and the legation’s counsellor, Mordechai Namir, a widower who 
brought his fifteen-year-old daughter, Yael, with him. (Namir after- 
wards served as Israel’s ambassador to the USSR, then as minister of 
labour and for ten years as mayor of Tel Aviv.) As my personal assistant, 
I chose a most charming woman, Eiga Shapiro, who not only spoke 
Russian but also knew much more about the niceties of life than I did 
and who could be entrusted, I was sure, with such (to me terrifying) 
mnissions as deciding what furniture and clothing legation personnel and 
the minister would need.

Even before I returned to Tel Aviv, I wrote to Eiga to ask her to join 
me — if and when I indeed went to Moscow — and to my delight she 
agreed at once. One of the notes she sent to New York at the end of June 
is before me now, and it tells something, 1 think, of what was involved in 
sending ἃ woman to a top diplomatic post — particularly a woman like 
myself who was so determined to live in Russia in much the same way 
she lived at home, 

‘I have had a talk with Ehud,’ Eiga wrote. ‘He tells me that we shall 
have to be very comme il faut. So please, Golda, what about 2 fur coat for 
yourself? It is very cold in the place to which you are travelling, and 
most people there wear fur coats in the winter. You need not buy 
yourself mink, but a good Persian lamb will be very serviceable... You 
will also need a few evening dresses, and buy yourself woollies — warm 
nightgowns, woollen stockings and woollen underwear. And please get 
yourself a pair of good snow shoes.’ 

The question of dress was obviously not uppermost in my mind, but 
for a while I regretted that we had no national costume -- which would 
have solved at least one problem for me, as it did for Mrs Pandit, the 
only other woman diplomat in Moscow, who wore her sari, of course, on 
all ceremonial occasions, In the end, Eiga and I agreed that when I 
presented my credentials, I would wear a long black dress sewn for 
me in Tel Aviv and that, when necessary, I would wear a small black 
velvet turban with it. As far as furnishing the legation was concerned, 
Eiga undertook to do that in Scandinavia as soon as we found per- 
manent accommodation in Moscow. In the interim, we would establish 
our ‘kibbutz’ in a hotel. There was also the question of finding and 
taking with us to Russia someone whose French was absolutely perfect, 
since it had been decided that French would be Israel’s diplomatic 
language. Eiga introduced me to a bright, amusing, painfully thin 
young woman called Lou Kaddar, who was born in Paris, whose 
French was beyond reproach and who had lived in Jerusalem all 
through the siege and had been badly wounded. I liked her the moment 
I set eyes on her — and it was just as well that I did, because for the 
better part of the next twenty-seven years Lou was my close friend, my 
indispensable assistant and, more often than not, my travel companion. 
At all events, she agreed to go with us to Russia. 

I stayed in Israel long enough that summer to welcome the first US 
ambassador to Israel, that delightfully frank and warm gentleman 
James G. McDonald, whom I had met before, and to meet the Russian 
minister, Pavel I. Yershov. It was typical of the newness of the state — 
and of its lack of proper housing -- that the American and Soviet 
missions in Tel Aviv made their first home in the same hotel, not far 
from mine, and I never quite got used to seeing the Stars and Stripes 
fly from one end of the hotel roof and the Hammer and Sickle from the 
other. There were all sorts of ‘incidents’ during the first weeks of this ‘co- 


- existence’. I remember, for instance, a ‘gala’ performance of the Israel 


National Opera at which the orchestra opened with first the “Hatekoah? 
and then, in McDonald’s honour, the ‘Star-Spangled Banner’ but not 
the ‘Internationale’, though Yershov’s counsellor was present — at least 
until the intermission, wheri he and his party rather noisily walked out. 
Everyone in our Foreign Office was reduced to trembling in his boots 


antil Yershov himself agreed to accept our explanation that, had he been . 


there, the Soviet anthem would have certainly been played. Today, 
these minor disasters seem funny, but at the time we all took them very 


~seriously. Nothing ever-appeared unimportant to us, and Sharett, by 


nature, was both and sensitive to a remarkable degree and felt — 
as did the Russians themselves, by the way — that protocol was of 
the utmost importance, though I could never see why it mattered so 
much, 

A second truce began on 19 July, signalling the start of a long, painful 
round of negotiations over the Negev which Count Folke Bernadotte, 
the Swedish UN mediator, recommended be handed over to the Arabs. 
Considering the fact that he was really a referee, his position was amaz- 
ingly lacking in neutrality, and he became extremely unpopular — par- 
ticularly when he added insult to injury by advocating also that 
Jecusalem be torn away from the Jewish state and that the UN super- 
vise Israel’s air and sea ports. God knows that these recommendations 
were unacceptable and that they proved only that Bernadotte really 
never understood what the State of Israel was all about. But it is cer- 
tainly no crime to be obtuse, and I was horrified when, on 7 September, 
only two weeks after I arrived in Moscow, I learned that Bernadotte 
had been shot to death on a quiet street in Jerusalem (although his 
assailants were never identified, we knew it would be assumed that they 
were Jews). I thought the end of the world had come, and I would have 
given anything to have been able to fly home and be there during the 
ensuing crisis. But by then I was already deeply involved in a totally new 


and very demanding way of life.

Legal blow 
for Gandhi 


NEW DELHI (AP). — A Dethi 
high court, overturning the Jail- 
ing of «a prominent "journalist, 
dealt the first legal blow yester- 
day to the Indian Government's 
sweeping emergency powers to 
imprison persons without charges 
and without trial. 

The decision by 2 two-man 
tribunal represented αὶ double de- 
feat for Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi's government, not only 
ruling that the arrest of Kuldip 
Nayar, 2 senior editor, was un- 
Jawfal, but also chasting aa- 
thorities for their handling of 
the case. 

“This is an landmark decision 
in indian law which will have an 
electrifying effect on the poli- 
tical situation,” said an attorney 
for jailed opposition leader Raj 
Narain. 

“with this decision hundreds 
οἵ jailed prisoners can seek their 
release on the grounds they were 
unjustly detained. It's a great 
rebuff to the government.” 

The judges’ ruling had no im- 
pact on Nayar, ἃ senior editor 
of the “Indian Express” aud cor- 
respondent for “The Times” of 
London, who was released un- 
conditionally on Friday — two 
days after hearings ended on his 
petition challenging his detention. 


Ford refuses to 
end moratorium 
on Soviet grain 


WASHINGTON (AP). — Presi- 
dent Ford declined after meeting 
with American Farm 0: 

tion leaders yesterday to end an 
informal moratorimm on grain 
sales to the Soviet Union. 

Ford met for 45 minutes with 
President William Kuhfuss of the 
American Farm Bureag Feders- 
tion in what was described as 8 
“very frank discussion.” Kuhfuss 
and other farm organization lead- 
ers have complained that Ford 
sold out to U.S. labour unions in 
extending the grain sales mora- 
forium until at least October 15. 

Last week, AFL-CIO president 
George Meany and maritime 
unions called off a boycott of 
grain shipments after Ford pro- 
mised to seek “a new procedure” 
for future sales to the Russians. 
Meany had urged direct govern- 
ment-to-government negotiations 
for Russian grain purchases. 

Kohfuss sald he sought the 


* meeting with Ford to persuade 


him that American farmers are 
not to blame for the rising price 
of bread and meat, and to tell 
the President of his belief that 
Jabour unions represent “a sel- 
fish interest.” “I was not comple- 
tely satisfied,” Kuhfuss said of 
the meeting with Ford.

Another recent blow has been 
the impact of state education. In 
addition, there was a rapid 
growth in out-marriages, con- 
trasted with the early period 
when members of the group took 
care only to enter into 
marriage with one another. In 
addition, the isolation of the 
group and the complete absence 
of contact with any outside 
Jewry (in contrast to the situa- 
tion of the Christians) had its 
effect and by the early 1960s the 
size of the community had 
dropped to 300.

ed by the King of Sweden. Forty- 
five Jews — a record — weré 
elected to the British parliament 
while in the’ U.S. there are now 
three Jewish Senators and 21 
Representatives in Congress 
(and the new U.S. attorney- 
general, Edward H. Levi, is the 
scion of a famous rabbinic 
family). 

Negatively, there were a 
number of financial scandals 
ranging from the Tibor Rosen- 
baum complex to U.S. nursing 
homes in which Jews wrere 
prominently involved. In 
general Jews tended to be badly 
hit by financial developments 
during the year and against this 
background the continuing high 
support for Israel is especially 
remarkabie. 


JAPAN’S GIANT BANKS 
COME UNDER FIRE 


TOKYO. — 

AS SHOCK WAVES from Japan's 
biggest post-war financial! failure 
spread through Government and 
business circles, criticism is moun- 
‘against the uncontrolled power 


. of Japan’s giant banks. There are 


also fears of further major business 
failures before the new year. 

“When Rolls-Royce collapsed in 
England, and Penn Central in 

lca, we said compiacently that 
it could never happen here. But now 
it has,” says Masayoshi Inayama, 
economist at one of Tokyo's leading 
banks. His comment typifies the 
reaction among Tokyo's business 
community. ‘to the collapse of the 
Kohjin paper and textile group. Once 
hailed as a model of successful 
diversification, with annual sales of 
more than $312m. (almost IL2b.) and 
3,200 employees, the company has 
just revealed a shortfall of $564m. 
(about IL3.6b.) and applied for the 
protection of the courts toe avoid li- 
quidation. 

Kobjin’s failure has in some ways 
been a blessing to the business com- 
munity, which has been meeting 
strong Government resistance to its 
demands for more generous 
reflationary measures. Government 
economists have opposed the 
demands because of fears that 
further reflation would spark off 
higher inflation, which the Japanese 
Government has successfully con- 
tained for the last eight months. 

The collapse has added con- 
siderable muscle to the 


businessmen’s demands, and muted 
the criticisms of consumer groups 
pressing for stricter controls on 
business. The consumer movement 
has already suffered one major set- 
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back this year when 2 proposed anti- 
monopoly Bill giving the Govern- 
ment wide powers over industrial 
cartels was shelved. 

While the reasona for Kohjin's 
collapse are apparent, one impor- 
tant question has not yet been 
answered: why did three of Tokyo's 
major banks continue lending money 
to the company for more than a year 
after they discovered that it was in 
serious trouble? 

But most of the Japanese business 
community is more worried about 
the possibility of further collapses. 
Japanese companies traditionally 
operate on huge debt-equity ratios, 
and recent surveys show that more 
than one-third of the companies 
quoted on the Tokyo stock market 
are currently operating at a loss. In 
a rare moment of frankness, an ex- 
ecutive of one major Tokyo bank 
suggested after the Kohjin failure 
that if all banks applied the same 
criteria as applied to Kohjin when 
reviewing their lending, another 20 
major companies could.be in great 
trouble before the end of the year.

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Breakaway movements threaten

LONDON. — 
PAPUA-NEW GUINEA, which 
gets its independence from 
Australia today, is suf- 
fering an embarrassment of 
riches: two major breakaway 
movements, and several smaller 
ones. 

The country suffers unfairly 
from an image as the last 
redoubt of the Old Stone Age. 
There are some groups in the 
Highlands who do fit that bill, 
more or less, but most of the pop- 
ulation were not startlingly 
more primitive than elsewhere 
in the area when European 
colonizers first arrived about 70 
years ago. A considerable por- 
tion of the coastal peoples of 
PNG, (as Papua-New Guinea is 
called locally) is now semi- 
civilized and within the money 
economy. 

PNG is not very rich, and it ἢ 
has a very shallow pool of train- 
ed people, but its main problem 
is fragmentation: its 2% million 
people speak about 700 different 
languages and dialects. The 
multitude of tribes live scattered 
over extraordinarily difficult 
terrain in some 10,000 villages, 
and the most common inter- 
tribal feeling is hatred. In these 
circumstances breakaway 
movements are inevitable: it is 
PNG's misfortune that one, in 
Bougainville, should threaten to 
take about half the national in- 
come with it, and the other, in | 
Papua, to make away with the / 
national capital of Port 
Moresby. 


One of the main grievances of 
the Papuan separatist leader 
Josephine Abaijah is that New 
Guinea immigrants to the 
capital ‘‘have made Port 
Moresby a destitute New Guinea 
colony.’’ This is part of a more 
general Papuan fear that after 
independence they will be 
dominated and swamped by 
New Guinea, with twice the pop- 
ulation. Just over two years ago 
it led to the foundation of Papua 
Besena (Papua Movement) by 
the ornamental Ms. Abaijah, a 
83-year-old Member of Parlia- 
ment and a formidable 
demagogue, and almost im-

In January of this year the Pa- 
puan separatists formed an in- 
terim republican government in 
Port Moresby, headed=by Mr. 
Simon Kaumi (a senior civil ser- 
vant until dismissed recently for 
anti-government activities) and 
Ms. Abaijah. Kaumi announced 
that a ‘‘Papuan Republic 
Fighters’ Army"' was being 
formed, and added: "1 cannot 
say where the arms are coming 
from, but arrangements have 
been made." He then went into 
hiding but is believed to have 
surfaced deep in the Papuan 
bush, where his 200-strong, 
crudely-equipped ‘‘army" is 
based. So far as is known 
Kaumi's 200 heroes are still 
grubbing for roots round Pon- 
dopetta, bothering no-one and 
being disturbed by no-one. 


BOUGAINVILLE is an island 
some 500 miles north-east of 
PNG proper that, but for an acci- 
dent of colonial history, would be 
a part of the Solomon Islands to 
which it belongs culturally and 
geographically. Its 87,000 in- 
habitants, the blackest people on 
earth and proud of it, refer to the 
inhabitants of PNG as 
“‘redsking,"” and want nothing to 
do with them. They have an add- 
ed incentive for independence in 
the immensely rich copper mine 
at Panguna, which promises by 
itself to surpass .the output of all 
Zazbia. 
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Papua-New Guinea’s independence 


For some time the provincial 
government in Bougainville has - 
been in the hands of separatists. 
At the beginning of August, 37 
leaders from 811 over the island 
met in the self-appointed, rebel 
Bougainville Provincial 
Assembly and decided to make a 
break for independence before 
September 16. 

Australia’s Labour govern- 
ment will do its bestto ensure an. 
orderly, decorous ending to its 
embarrassing colonial career, - 
which requires that it hand over . 
power intact. After that PNG, as . 
an independent state, will have 
the whole weight of the Third 
World's anti-secessionist phobia 
behind it at the UN and 
elsewhere. 

It will, therefore, probably 
survive the secessionist threats. 
Predictions that independence 
will turn the country into ‘Asia's 
Congo" seem misplaced (unless ἡ 
the Papuan movement has unex- 
pected success, leading to « total 
breakdown in public order). The 
government in Port Moresby, "ὁ 
though youthful and relatively 
inexperienced, appears to be 
competent and politically alert. . 

Actual poverty is rare in | 
PNG, and long-term prospects - 
for development, based mainly . 
on mining and agriculture, are - 
quite good if the state holds - 
together. Its prospects are just - 
as good as most of the other hun- 
dred states that have got their 
independence in the past twenty 
years, and a good deal better © 
than some. | " 


Banal and boring sex-comedy 


ALFIE DARLING (Maxim, Tel 
Aviv), is a far cry indeed from the 
amusing and refreshing 1966 
“Alfie,'' which starred Michael 
Caine as the Cockney Casanova who 
charmed all the girls.

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Challenge to Sadat 


THE PLO yesterday carried its challenge to Anwar Sadat and 
his leadership of the Arab world a giant and violent step 

Sadat for his part lost no time in pinning responsibility 
directly and specifically on Yasser Arafat “and his PLO, 
althongh, as is PLO custom, the terrorist organization did not 
itself immediately claim responsibility for the Madrid action. 
Sadat's alacrity contrasted sharply to his actions in the past, 
when he played along with the PLO shell game and declined 
to acknowledge their responsibility for terrorist actions which 
they did not publicly claim. ᾿ i 

Apart from the challenge to his authority, prestige and 
policy, Sadat is, no doubt, sorely vexed by the attack of an 
organization which he has been so instrumental in promoting. 
For, the fact is that without Sadat’s support the PLO and 
Yasser Arafat would not have been able to achieve their 
present status in the Arab world. It was, after all, Sadat, 
who despite occasional reconciliations with King Hussein, sup- 

Arafat in his contest with the Jordanian king. Without 
the backing of the Egyptian President there would have been 
no decision at Rabat in October 1974 stamping the PLO as 
the sole and legitimate representative of the Palestinians. And 
without Sadat there would have been no Arafat speech at the 
last UN General Assembly. 

And now it must be said too, that without Sadat’s support 
in the past there would today be no PLO resisting Egyptian 
policy and branding the Egyptian President as an “enemy.” 
For it was he who consistently stressed their right to take 
pert in the process of trying to achieve a Middle East settle- 
ment. As recently as his phone conversation with President 
Ford, upon the conclusion of the interim agreement in Sinai, 
Sadat went so far as to publicly urge the U.S. to start a 
dialogue with the PLO. 

Now he is reaping the seeds he has sown and must confront 
the fact that the threat posed by the polities of terror is 
indivisible. 

What he will do to retaliate against the PLO for the Madrid 
action is not clear. But he has large scope for leverage. 
Without Sadat’s backing the treasuries of Saudi Arabia and 
the oil sheikdoms would not be so generously disposed toward 
Arafat and his fellows. And to the degree that it was Sadat 
who enhanced the image and power of the PLO, 50 it is within 
his power to cut the PLO to size. 

That would be an action which would be welcomed not only 
in many parts of the world, but in many Arab countries as 
well.

Others used 
to sympathise with Labour, and 
they're coming back. But we 
won't be able to hold them, un- 


1655 Labour's entire structure is 


renovated."” 

Ben-Meir insists that elections 
to the Labour Party Central 
Committee and other represen- 
tative bodies must be organised 
on a regional basis only. Thus 
the first rung in the ladder of the 
party hierarchy would be 
anchored firmly in the 
branches, so that Labour's 


future leaders would have to 


work hard and win recognition 
from their peers. 

Ben-Meir aroused Golda 
Meir's anger, when she headed 
Labour, by his protests that 
retired generals were being 
“‘parachuted”’ to positions of 
power, thus delaying the ad- 
vancement of loyal party 
keymen. Ben-Meir charged that 
the party leadership deliberate- 
ly made room for top Army men, 
in order to keep the serving 
generals in harmony with 
Labour policies.

Urgent need for 
management training 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — In his recent article on 
Business Schools (August 27), Dan 
Bawli has managed to make a series 
of unfounded allegations against 
business schools in the United States - 
and Israel. 

Contrary to his claim, most 
schools both in Israel and abroad 
keep close contact with their ex- 
students and study their career 
development. 

As far as the Israeli record is con- 
cerned, a recent study of the M.A. 
graduates in Business Administra- 
tion at the Hebrew University has 
shown that 40 per cent are in 
positions equivalent to either direc- 
tor, deputy-director or senior 
manager in most of the large com- 
panies or government corporations. 
For a programme which hes only 
been in existence for 10 years, this is 
an impressive record. 

The allegation of lack of ethics in 
business administration is no more 
than an attack on the present wage 
structure of the Israeli universities 
{of which the business schools are an 
integral part) and the morality of the 
sabbatical year is to be judged ac- 
cordingty. Most university staff earn 
considerably leas in the university 
than they could do in industry and it 
is only their {uterest in teaching (and 
research) which allows for any ad- 
vanced management training. 

In another point, Mr. Bawli entire- 
ly confuses the disciplines of 
economics and business administra- 
tion. Modela of the Israel economy, 
national budgets and the like are 
problems for macro-economists and 
are not in the domain of business ad- 
ministration.

Business 
schools, as part of the academic 
system of Israel, are entirely subject 
to the rules of promotion of the un- 
iversities — which rely on publica- 
tion as a measure of success. 

There are indeed problems in fin- 
ding the framework of management 
education most suited to the Israel 
economy. At present, such educa- 
tion is only given at the M.A. level to 
students in their late twenties. Clear- 
ly there is a long gap (often 8-10 
years) between the actual need for 
knowledge and the analytical] skills 
of problem solving and the time at 
which they are acquired. (There is 
even a need for management train- 
ing for junior officers in the army 
even before their undergraduate 
studies.) This gap means that cer- 
tain levels of junior and middle 
Management are being carried out 
without the necessary professional 
training. 

The universities have proposed 
solutions for this problem, by means 
of the Introduction of undergraduate 
programmes of management, 
appHed projects by staff and 
students, involvement in local 
government and planning and so on. 
Their success depends on the 
cooperation of all parties concerned 
and on the recognition given to the 
urgent need for management train- 
ing appropriate to the Israeli

POSTSCRIPT S SOO 


FOUR VETERANS of the Jewish 
Legion of World War One have been 
making a sentimental journey 
through the country they helped to 
liberate when they served in the 
Royal Fusiliers under Genera] Allen- 
by in the campaign of 1917-1918. 

Their most memorable stop, 
writes William Braiterman of 
Baltimore, was at Moshav Nativ 
Hagdud some 40 kms north of 
Jericho, It was in that area that the 
Jewish Legion was encamped di 
the High Holy Days of 1918, in the 
final push to free Palestine from the 
Ottoman Empire. Nativ Hagdud was 
recently founded and named in 
honour of the Legion. 

Most of the 20 families in the 
moshav are sabras and the firat 
baby girl was born there a few weeks 
ago. The Legion veterans found the 
members of Nativ Hagdud very anx- 
ious to learn what they could of the 
fighting men after whom their new 
home has been named and they were 
invited to visit Beit Hagdudim at the 
Legion viliage of Avihail. 

While the four veterans were at 
Nativ Hagdud they arranged a 
special evening to bring back 
memories of the days they spent in 
tents there during Rosh Hashana 
and Yom Kippur. They had brought 
with them tapes of High Holy Day 


liturgy sung by famous cantors of a 
generation ago, and the settlers 
listened spellbound to the melodies. 
which are part of the Ashkenazi 
heritage. 

Another interesting visit was to 
Sde Nitzan, near Rafiah, which 
specializes in growing hot house 


‘tomatoes. The idea originated with 


one of the settlers, who is the son of 
the famous Yiddish writer, I.L. 
Peretz. He learned the technique in 
New Zealand, where he grew up. 
The ‘four veterans are: Hyman 
Reiskin of Netanya, formerly of 
Hyattsville, land; Max Jacob- 
son, formerly of Cleveland and now a 
Tel Avivian; Abraham Einhorn of 
Los Angeles and William Braiter- 
man himself. May they all continue
